The Misfortunes oi Three Ballet Girls.
To the Editor of the New York Uernfd:

Knowing the interest you take in all that con-
cerns tho drama and its professors, no matter
sow humblp, we venture to address you on a
.natter that atlects us nearly. At present we
are but humble members ot the theatre, but
even we have our rights, which we believe to
have been deliberately invaded. We are three
English girls, members of tue corps de battel at
Wheatley's theatre, and are at present appear-
ing n'ghllv in the b diet.

In the early part of the present year Messrs.
Jarrett and Palmer, who wre then in England,
invited us to proceed to New York, and ottered
us respectively salaries of 3 per week. On
iLakiug out our agreement, knowing our utter
(ignorance ot the true value of American money,
instead ot inserting "three pounds sterling," as
uiey oiBiincuy pruuuseu lib, mey msertea tne
amount $15, which is the sum we are now re-
ceiving weekly; and which, in spite of repeated
and eavnest solicitation i.they insist on paying us.

On our arrival in New York we found that it
takes $7 In greenbacks to make an English
sovereign, and although we are in justice and
honor bound to receive $21 (having solemnly
been promised the value of 3), we continue to
receive but $15. It is a well-know- tact ihr.
Messrs. Jarrett and Palmer are clearing a large
sum weekly by their share in tho theatre, aud
it seems a hard case that we three girls, with no
other resources to depend on save aud except
the salary produced by our daucimr. fthnmrl
each have to lose weekly $G, and we think it
most un wormy on tne part ot Jarrett and
Palmer to delude young girls from their homes
in England by false representations as to the
relative value of money.

The $15 we arenow receiving amount to about
2 4s., a very little more than our salary was In

England, and it is not imeiy that we would
ciossthe ocean aud make a journey of over
three thousand miles to better ourselves a few
shillings per week. When Jarrett and Palmer
engaged us they knew perfectly well that live
dollars aia not represent a sovereign, but they
repeatedly assured us that the two amounts
were equal.

At the present rate of livlnginNew York, what
with biuh rents and the desrness ot provisions,
this ditlerence of i a week would purchase us
many uuiu uuununa. as io saving anything
out of our present salary, that is entire! v out of
the question. In making their engagements
Jarrett and Paimerwere careful not to intorm
us that tne cost oi iivin? was dearer in New
York than in England. Here again, they beue-titt-- d

by our inexperience. - , . y .

We are very sorry. Mr. Editor, to have to be
compelled to appeal to the iwblic press to make
our voices beard; but will you argue our claim
with the Crook-e- d speculators of tbe corps de
aliet f Winter is fast approaching. The extra

inoney to which we are entitled would purchase
us some warm clothing, of which we are sorely
In need. As we said before, we depend wholly
and solely upon our salaries; and it you can
ware us tue humiliation of, having to pledge
cnir little finery and bits of jewelry that we
broueht with us from EnglunJ, we shall indeed
Jeel grateful. '

may reply Ibat they are fulfilling their contract
hj paying us $15 a week. Our reply is that we
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wr? told by those men that $15 was the same
sis C3. We now know that our Just salary is $21
currency, and with nothing short ot this will
we be coutent.
